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Students tear-gassed 
at San José protest

SAN JOSE, CALIF. (CPS) -When San José College students 
turned up to demonstrate against a Dow Chemical Com- 
pany recruiter on campus yesterday, they came preparecL 
Many of them wore motorcycle helmets, some carried 
garbage con-covers, and a few even wore gas masks. 

They also brought along palls ;of water and rags, and used 
them to soothe the Irritation from the tear-gas still hanging in 
the air from the day before. 

Monday, about 2,000 San Jose students gathered in front 
of the administration building to protest the presence of the' 
Dow recruiter inside. When university authoilties couldn't get 
the students to disperse, the police were called in. 

A police ' captain told the students to leave, but they re- 
fused, and other students began stopping by to see what was 
going on. Then a line of about 90 policemen- began to march 
through the crowd toward the adminlstraUaa|Buildlng. 

Once there, they put on gas masks «lâ'v^flred tear-gas 
grenades into the crowd. The gas drove the students away, and 
21 were arrested. 

Yesterday the demonstrators, relatively few In number, 
formed a piclcct line in front of the building. They chanted 
"Dow must go, Dow must go," as they marched. 

Two blocks away from the demonstration 300 policemen 
stood by^,«^lth clubs In their hands and tear-gas equipment 
strapped across their shoulders but were not called into action.

Lévesque, addressing a prim- 
arily English-speaking group in 
L-132, added his views on "The 
Future of the English in Qué- 
bec" to those of Robert Cliche, 
leader of the provincial New De- 
mocratic Party and Peter Desba- 
rats, former editor of Parallel 
magazine. .. 

Lévesque explained the sub- 
version of French-Canadian int- 
erests by English Canada's "plot 
Co colonize through immigra- 
tion". He also criticised Quebec's 
attitude to Immigrants, pointing 
to the inflexible French-Cana- 
dian school system which neg- 
lected immigrant assimilation. 
As a result, the immigrating ele- 
ment became part of the. English- 
speaking population. 

The complexities of French- 
Canadian nationalism were 
'ti-catcd by all three speakers. 
Lévesque described French-Can- 
adians as a "majority .\vith^ min- 
ority complexes." 'The mbvcincnt' 
is too concerned with . itself to 
be racist," he added. . 

Lévesque staled that there arc 



certain English people who do 
understand the "quest for prod- 
uctivity" in the French Canodian 
people. He cited the AfcGtll Daily 
as one of these. 

"Eventually, nil the English 
will have to accept status as a 
minority." 

High state of urgency 

Desbarats defined the nation- 
alist movement as the brace of 
"a nation tliat has been emas- 
culated, by its reactionaries, in 
the past". He- dismissed the ind- 
ependence "threat" with the 
following words — "Dozens of 
ultimatums hnvc come and 
gone; dozens of last chance 
warnings, too. You can't go 
around forever in a high slate of 
urgency." 

Cliche assured the English 
that they have a future provided 
they become allied lo "what 
Quebec is doing." 

He, felt that French-Canadians 
j a e e g^thçlr aspirations better 
(ransiatml by the provincial than 
the federal government.

Dean Yates of Engineering 
asked the pair if they thought 
attendintr McGiil was a "right or 
a privilege". Allnutt said, al- 
though this wua not now ho, he 
felt it wos the right of every 
capable person to attend. 

Right or privilege? 

Dean Yates said it might have 
some bearing on how fur the" 
university could go in ruling 
upon individual acts taken out- 
side the academic curricula. 
After some discussion, the ques- 
tion was dropped. 

Professor Perry Meyer, Chair- 
man of the Committee, and Dean 
Woods emphasized that the issue 



at hand was not one of freedom 
of the press or censorship. 

"It is perfectly clear thnt 
Htudents have the right lo ex- 
press their opinion,*' Professor 
Meyer said. 

Both Allnutt and Fournier 
stated that at no time did the 
article in the November 3 edi- 
tion of "Boll Weevils" contra- 
vene their personal standards of 
decency. 

However, both pointed out 
that their standard in thi.s cuhu 
relied on their understanding uf 
the satirical nature of the art- 
icle. 

Regarding the charge, which 
specifically alleges that the 
publicntion of the article "con- 
travenes standards of decency 
acceptable by and in this unlv-

Cutting the leather 

Thd^examination of basic university 
structures currently going on appears con- 
centrated on one aspect — the role of the 
student. This is an immediate concern and 
an area in which we, as students; must lead 
the way in effecting the desirable redefini- 
tion. 

However, a more basic problem must 
be tackled simujtaneously if the results are 
to have any real meaning — i.e. the role of 
the university itself. 



Until now the ùnivérslty has acted prim- 
arily as a training ground for the surround- 
ing community — a kind of greenhouse for 
greater gardens. It has expanded beyond 
the specialized fields of medicine and law 
to general areas including psychology, so- 
ciology and so forth, but the goals are still 
the same. . The university produces trained 
personnel to fulfill given functions outside. 

That is all right so long as one is either 
content with the society that rests outside or 
feels he is helpless with regard to changing 
it. But the past few weeks here hove taught 
us — more effectively than years of lectures

could — that those outside the decision-mak- 
ing process can challenge it effectively and 
help create a more acceptabje state of af- 
fairs. 

As students have questioned their uni- 
versity authorities, sparking needed reforms, 
citizens can similarly improve their environ- 
ment. But they will never do so if they con- 
tinue to be "educated'^ as in the past, pass- 
ively accepting present norms as we have 
always accepted McGHI's internal system. 

The intellectual^eommunity should be 
producing individuals who are aware 
enough to understand the role of power in 
our society, critical enough to seek improve- 
ments in that society and concerned enough 
to act upon its inadequacies. It should teach 
people that the same process which repress- 
ecLtbe students of McGill University because 
they were powerless, is that which keeps 
Negroes in ghettos, Indians on reservations 
and napalm in Viet Nam. 

When we challenge the system at Mc- 
Gill we are challenging the some system 
which works throughout North America 
keeping power in the hands of a few be- 
hind the veil of "competence". 

Student participation is the first step. 
Creating new goals for the university in so- 
ciety is the next. 



Comment 
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Students need collective action 



students arc the largest 
group directly affected by the 
way In which the university is 
organized and run. It would 
seem, therefore, that the deci- 
sions taken should in large 
part be in their interests and 
reflect their views. But, as we 
all know, this has never been 
the case at McGill — whether 
on the question of fee increase, 
library facilities, or the lec- 
ture and exam system, univer- 
sity policy has been based upon 
decisions taken that went 
against students' interests and 
preferences, and students have 
consistently been unable to 
make their policies prevail. 

Tlie reason is lack of power. 
The present structure of the 
university government allocates 
exclusive decision • making 
prerogatives to Administrators 
and some Faculty — but none 
to students. The Administra- 
tion's power is also buttressed 
by the tn loco parentis (In the 
place of parents) laws, as em- 
bodied in the paternalist Code 
of Student Discipline. 

It Is this ,^ basic inequality 
stemming fronî^'a dominant-de- 
pendent power relationship that 
prevents student interests and 
views from becoming actualiz- 
ed. University administrators 
have a certain "world-view" or 
outlook upon the nature and 
purpose of the university, and 
represent and (eel themselves 
responsible to certain interests, 
primarily business ones. 'But 
those interests are not student 
interests, and their views on 



education and the university do 
not coincide with students' con- 
ceptions. When the two sides 
basically conflict, no compromi- 
se or balance occurs, nor is 
such a solution possible : the 
approaches are incompatible, 
and the Administration always 
prevails, because it is the do- 
minant force in the unequal 
power relationship. And we all 
know from past experience how 
and In what way university po- 
licy is the result of the Admi- 
nistration's outlook and inte- 
rests which run counter to 
those of students. The present 
Dally affair is only another 
illustration of this, of how the 
Administration can impose its 
standards nf "decency" upon a 
generation of_ students with 
different standards. 

It is clear that mere "consul- 
tation" with students, or token 
representation on governing 
boards or committees, can never 
work to' basically advance stu- 
dent interests, for it- leaves un- 
changed the 'fundamentally 
unequal power ■trelatlonship. 
University government must be 
democratized, and students gi- 
ven a large degree of effective 
decision-making power. 

But students can only gel 
this power through exerciiing 
their, collective power-potential 
now.. The Administration Is 
dead-set against basic demo- 
cratization — , they run the 
show, and there is no reason 
why they should voluntarily 
abandon their power and pre- 
rogatives simply because they 



are asked to, or because a few 
"student leaders" politely dis- 
cuss the question with them 
over a glass of wine. When ba- 
sic differences of outlook and 
interest exist, they can only be 
resolved through conflict and 
the exercise of power. As the 
recent history of student action 
in North America and Europe, 
including last month's one-day 
strike at Sir George Williams, 
has shown, students have only 
made significant gains wticn 
they threatened to or used their 
collective power. 

So the Administration must 
be "talked" to, but from a po- 
sition of strength and in a lan- 
guage it understands. Students 
.have, to fight for what they 
want, or they'll get nothing. As 
in the present ' controversy, 
unless it is actively opposed, 
the Administration can go 
ahead upon its own course in 
direct violation of the explicit 
wishes of the Students' Coun- 
cil. 

The Students' Society must 
be made into an effective 
students' union, and roust .start 
using the organized power of 
12,000 students in open nego- 
tiations and confrontations with 
the||AdininIstration. Its tactics 
caii riiiige from periodic bar- 
gaining to representations to 
the Quebec government to one- 
day or prolonged student stri- 
kes. Only such a syndicalist 
approach can defend the rights 
and advance the interests of the 
student body.

He 
said concurrent rises in cost of 
living, unemployment and food 
shortage are causing the people 
to emigrate (If they arc skilled), 
resort to crime (if unskilled) or 
strike. The present regime In 
Guyana has banned strikes, he 
added. 

To bring about the necessary 
fundamental changes in the eco- 
nomic structure of Guyana, Ja- 
gan feels "wc must create In- 
ternal . strength, strong organ- 
izational ^roots^atnong the . mass- 
es. ThIs'is'wherc Castro has" suc- 
ceeded." 

Jagan paralleled the situation 
in Vict Nam with that In present- 
day Latin America. He said that 
"as a Latin American, I sec no 
difference between the Americ- 
ans in Vict Nam and US inter- 
vention in our area of the world."
